miss the application deadline. — 

“We don't enjoy turning students 
away,” Bishop said, “But we must 
stick to deadlines if the college 
is to be run in orderly fashion.” 

Special arrangements have been 
made by the college to allow ap- 
plication for evening classes up 
until registration, Aug. 15-18, 
but day students must meet the 
July 25th deadline to allow time 
for processing of records.

New Hovsin« 


The Pahokee Housing Authority 
has received approval of a’ $57,500 
preliminary loan for 400 new low- 
rent housing ‘units to replace 
dilapidated’ and crumbling struc- 
tures now be.ng occupie@ by farm 
workers. 

This action is a significant “first” 
in housing construction for farm 
workers, under the provisions of 
the U. S. Housing Act of 1937, ac- 
cording to Washington officials. 

Present housing units occupied: 
by farm workers, known as 
“shelters” were built prior. to 
1942—with a predicted life of 10 
years at time of, construction. 
They are in poor condition, with- 
out cooking facilities or . indoor 
plumbing. Of the 491 families oc- 
cupying these “Shelters,” 435 have 
an annual income of less ‘than 
$3,000: - The rents to be charged 
in the proposed housing units will 
approximate the $28—$40 monthly4 
rental these.families now pay for 
their “shelters.” 

About. 250 families are year- 
round residents. The rest live in 
Pahokee eight or nine months, 
doing farm labor elsewhere for 
three or four months during the 
year. Twenty per cent of the 
farm labor families are “elderly” 
by social security definitions: 

Since 1958, the Pahokee Housing 
Authority has operated 115-units 
of .low-rent public housing. The 
Authority wants. to develop the 
400 additional, units for the many
